MAYOR HANSON DECLARES IT A 
SPLIT BETWEEN DECENT LABOR 
AND I.W.W. 


Seattle, Wash., Feb. 9.—Indications 
tonight are that the general strike 
which has tied up Seattle industries 
‘for four dayg will be broken soon by 
‘the gradual drifting away of individ- 
ual unions. 

The street car men voted to re- 
turn to work today and street car 
service is practically: normal tonight. 
City officials insisted that the gen- 
eral strike had reached a stage of de- 
moralization and Mayor Hanson re- 
iterated hig prediction that the labor 
movement would fail. 

Mayor Hanson stated tonight: 

“This strike meang a split between 
decent organized labor and_ the 
¥.W.W. element.” 

The Waterfront Employers’ Associ- 
ation decided at a conference. today! 
to operr up on the “open shop” basis 
unless union men returned to work 
Monday. Meetings, are 
tonight by longshoremen, musicians’ 
unions anf a few others, who are 
expected to votg whether to remain 
out longer than the next regular 
meeting of .the general strike com- 
mittee, which is scheduled for 9 
o’clock Monday morning.

The 
battle scenes shown are actual battle 
scenes taken right in the trenches 
during the death struggles of the 
French and the Germans; only oc- 
casionally has it been found neces- 
sary to piece the story of the battles 
together by means of acted scenes. 
Thus one sees the life in the trench- 
es; the charges of the French sold- 
jers; the thrilling hand to hand con- 
flicts and the thrust of the bayonets; 
the murder of the shells; the great 
guns in action; the tanks; the at- 
tack by liquid fire; the charges and 
the retreats; the German pill-boxes; 
the flight of the villagers; the ruth- 
less destruction of property; the 
treatment of the young girls who fall 
into the hands of the Germans; and 
other things too numerous’ to men- 
tion, the whole culminating in the 
arrival of the American troops, of 
ultimate victory and a hint of future 
happiness for those who have en- 
dured this terrible struggle.

- DIES IN CALGARY 


OLD TIMER OF HORN HILL AND 
PIONEER ORGANIZER OF U.F.A. 
PASSES TO LONG REST. 


After _an illness of several months, 
Edwin Carswell, connected with the 
Calgary Abattoir and Cold Storage 
Limited, Calgary, passed. to his last 
long rest at the Holy Cross: Hospital 
in that, city on Thursday syening 
last, aged 60 . years. 


Deceased had been ailing for ‘sev- 
eral months, but he was on the mend 
when he took influenza in the fall, 
and after taking a relapse, passed 
suddenly away ag above stated. 

He was born in Oshawa, Ont., and 
moved to British Columbia as. a 
young man and engaged in the saw 
mill business. He moved to Calgary 
in 1889. 

‘He was one of the pioneers of the 
Red Deer district, settling at Horn 
Hill with his brothers L. J. and.J. A., 
in 1891. His car. of settlers’ effects 
was the first settlers’ car. on the 
C. and E. line in the spring of 1891. 

He early identified himself with 
creamery: work and was for several 
years secretary and general manager 
of the Red Deer Creamery, which 
saw the greatest success under his 
management. . «. \ 

He was a director of the old Al- 
berta . Farmers’“ Association, which 
later amalgamated with the Equity 
Association and formed what is 
known as the United Farmers of Al- 
berta. He wag elected on the Unit- 
ed Farmers of Alberta board in 1910 
and a director from. the Red Deer 
constituency, and was re-elected in 
1911 and 1912. He was_ elected 
fourth vice-president in 1913 and 
third vice-president in the following 
year. He retired from the board in 
1915. 


ORGANIZED ELEVATOR CO. 


Mr. Carswell was a member of the 
committee responsible for the organ- 
ization of the Alberta Farmers’ Co- 
operative Elevator Company, and at 
the first shareholders’ meeting in 
November, 1913, he was elected for 
a three year term and became a vice- 
president of the company. He be- 
came president of the company upon 
the death of W. J. Tregillus. . Whon 
the company was reorganized in 1915 
Mr. Carswell resigned along with his 
colleagues. He later becam2 wman- 
ager of the livestock department of 
the company and was succeciled by 
E. S. McRory in 1917. He wits con- 


nected with the United Grain Grow- 


ers until January, 1918, when he sev- 
ered his connection with the firm in 
order to promote a new abatio’r coin- 
pany. 

Deceased was a brother of W. E. 
Carswell, Balmy Beach, Toronto. H. 
T. Carswell, Oshawa, Ont. R. E. 
Carswell, Tiverton, Rev. A. Carswell, 
Royalton, Minn., J. A. Carswel!, Red 
Deer, and L. J. Carswell, Fonhold. 

He is also survived by his wife 
and nine children—Mrs. I". U. Carr, 
Mrs. W. Compling, James Carswell, 
Misg Hilda and Nellie Carswell, of 
Calgary; Mrs. S. H. Biswanger, of 
Innisfail; A. E. Carswell, of Consort, 
Alta.; W. H.Carswell,of Fort George, 
B.C. and F. E. Carswell, of Consort.

THE GLORY OF YPRES 


By !AN HAY 


Ypres—or “Wipers,” ag the British 
Tommy preferg to call it—is the most 
characteristically British spot ‘on the 
whole Western front. It has always 
been the most difficult and expen 
sive sector of the line, and the glory 
of having preserved it from the Hun 
{is correspondingly great. 


The city itself les;ag it were, in 
the centre of a saucer. For nearly 
four years German troops have been 
sitting upon the rim of that saucer, 
stretching more than half way round, 
observing our movements and bring- 
ing: direct artillery fire to bear. To- 
day the German army has been top- 
pled off that rim and is being rapidly 
hustled across the table-cloth in the 
direction of the hot-water jug. 

The history of the first few months 
of the war hag much to say about the 
battle of the Marne. The battle of 
the Marne was undoubtedly the first 
blow that Germany received, and in 
many respects it was the dgtiuing 
battle of the war, because without it 
Paris would have fallen. But the 
victory of the Marne would have 
been of no effect but for the first 
battle of Ypres. That is a fact 
which ig nqt so readily recognised 
by our historians. 

When the-Boche was swept back 
from the Marne to the Aisne at the 
end of September, 1914, he tried an- 
other plan. He swung his right and 
drove hard across Belgium, due west, 
in a-tremendous’ thrust for Calais, 
Boulogne, and the Channel ports. 
That was what he ought to have 
done in the very first place, after the 
capture of Brussels, Fortunately, 
like a good many less distinguished 
persons, he could not resist the temp- 
tation of making a bee-line for Paris 
at the earliest opportunity. Had he 
aimed for the Channel ports, it is 
difficult to see how any one could 
have stopped him and impossible to 
tell what the result would have been. 
At any rate, the French coast would 
have become a German submarine 
base, and then how would the British 
army ever ° have crossed the 
Straits of Dover. As things have 
turned out, nearly five million troops 
have crossed those straits in the last 
four years, without the loss of a sin- 
gle life. That wonderful immunity 
was gained for our army by the first 
battle of Ypres. 

In that battle three weak British 
divisions, possibly 30,000 men, who 
had been fighting continuously ever 
since the war started, more than ten 
weeks previously found themselves 
opposed to four German army corps, 
possibly 150,000 men, all fresh troops 
not yet engaged, with artillery super- 
jority of about six guns to one and 
unlimited ammunition. They fought 
those German corps from October 
3lst to November 19th, and finally 
turned them back. The climax came 
with the advance to the final assault 
of the famous Prussian Guard, going 
forward under the Kaiser's own eye 
to sweep away the last relics of the 
“Old Contemptibles.” That assault 
penetrated to the very last line of 
line composed of 
cooks, wagon drivers, officers’ ser- 
vants, camp orderlies—every one, in 
fact, who could be scraped together 
and strung out in one thin line, lying 
down and firing their red-hot rifles 
just in front of what was left of the 
artillery. For a whole afternoon the 
fate of the Allied cause hung upon 
that little line of odds and ends, for 
there was not a man or a gun left 
between them and the Channel ports 
behind them. But they held out, 
they made good, and they smashed 
the Prussian Guard. 

The first battle of Ypres may have 
been obscured by the greater battles 
which came after it. But when the 
final victory ig won and the whole 
tale is told, that battle will come 
back to. its rightful position as the 
greatest victory ever won by British 
armies. 

It was

won by men of the old 
of the old Regular Army— 
the best-equipped, and 
the finest body of troops ever put in- 
to the field, probably, by any power 
in history. It was during the height 
of this battle that an English staff 
officer made his way forward to in- 
quire of a regimental commander: 
“What support have you on your 
right flank?” The commander _§re- 
plied: “So far as I know my _ right 
flank is strongly supported by the 
Prussian Guard!’’ That was the old 
army touch! 

There was a second battle of Ypres 
1915. This time the Ger- 
mans, having employed every other 
device, tried poison gag for the first 
time in history. It was an_ entire 
surprise for our men. They were 
They fell hundreds, 
gasping and dying, and the enemy 
created a gap in the line five miles 
wide. But he got no further. The 
gap was filled and held chiefly by a 
reinforcement newly arrived in the 
country from the other side of the 
Atlantic—the first Canadian  contin- 
gent. That ig why Ypres is as proud 
‘a name in Canada as in Britain. 

A third battle was fought in the 
autumn of 1917. This time it was 
we who took the offensive. We 
fough our way eastward and outward 
up the slopes of the muddy semi-cir- 
cle of hills surrounding the city. We 
penetrated as far as Passchendaele 
in the north and Langemarck in the 
east. It was a battle of solid fight-

i THE NEWS’ WEEKLY SERMON 


By the REV. G. 


Me ee eee Behe Eofaehordoed 


-“Now is. the Judgment of this 
world: ‘Now shall the prince of this 
world be cast out, and I, if | be lifted 
up from the earth, will draw all Men 
unto Me.,"”—Jno. 12: 31, 32. 
“Behold, now is the accepted time; 
behold, now is the day of Salvation.” 
—2 Cor., 6: 2. 
“Trust no future, howe’er pleasant, 
Let the dead past bury its dead. 
Act, act in the living present: 
Truth within, ami God o’erhead.” 


In all these passages, emphasis is 
laid upon the importance of the liv- 
ing present, and nothing is of more 
value to us than a sense of the value 
of the present time. The failure to 
appreciate this has led to disaster 
and misery, while the recognition of 
it has always made for success and 
happiness. 

Men have looked for the golden 
age in the world’s history, either in 
the remote past or in the far distant 
future, making of life either a dream 
or a vision. Those who have looked 
for greatness in the age in which 
they were living have by so doing 
made dreams and visiong real. 

In the days of Jesus there was an 
expectation that the ‘Kingdom of Is- 
rael was to be re- -established and the 
whole nation was in a ferment of in- 
dustrial, social, political and religious 
change. At the same time there 
Was an utter failure to appreciate 
the significance of events which were 
actually taking place. “The light 
shone in the darkness and the dark- 
ness comprehended it not.” 

So also in the teaching of Paul 
there is an attempt to lead a people 
who gloried in the .past attitude of 
Jehovah to them, to realize that the 
same gracious care and willingness 
to redeem wag extended to’ them- 
selves. 

In like manner we have thought 
of God as revealing Himself to the 
Jewish people nineteen hundred 
years ago, and we have looked for- 
ward to a coming manifestation of 
Hjs greatness and the final establish- 
ment of His kingdom. We have not 


always clearly perceived that 
throughout all ages Hig eternal pur- 
pose runs. 


The prophetic message is design- 
ed to awaken our minds to the real 
meaning of events which are taking 
place at the present time. 

Very many are inclined to think 
that former days were better than 
‘these, and that we must look for the 
Gospel message in the preaching of 
a former age. The present unrest is 
considered by many to indicate the 
failure of the* Church to meet the 
need of the present age. The criti- 
cism has been very freely made that 
the emphasis laidupon the teachingof 
ethics in present day preaching is 
uncalled for—an unworthy attempt 
to substitute an inferior message 
for the preaching of the Gospel of 
Christ. Those who criticize in this 
way would do well to remember that 
the ‘good news’ which Jesus taught, 
Wag preceded by a course of nation- 
al suffering and social and religious 
unrest, They forget that the preach- 
ing of John the Baptist and of Jesus 
Himself was distinctly ethical. 

The dissatisfaction which had been 
aroused in the minds of the people, 
prepared them to seek after and to 
welcome the ‘glad news,’ which these 
messengers of God brought to them. 

The vision of God is two-fold, it is 
a vision of things as they are, as 
also a vision of things as they ought 
to be, or as it used to be stated—of 
what we are by nature and what we 
may be by grace. This two-fold 
picture of life awakens within us a 
sense of sin. ; 

“Oh God for the man to arise in’ me, 
That the man I am may cease to he.” 

Sin is the consciousness of having 
missed the mark, of having fatled to 
attain to the standard of life hy 
which it is our duty to live. | 

The evangelism of the past gener- 
ation laid emphasis upon sin a3 it 
was found in the life of individuals. 
The teaching of the present age in- 
sists and insists rightly that religion 
saves not only individual souls but 
saves society as well. That man 
cannot be saved apart from his r2- 
<o cthers is a truth he 
importance of which we cannot over 
estimate. Jesus came teaching the 
glad news that not only are indivil- 
ual souls 1o be saved, but that dis- 
ciples are 1.0 be inade of all nations 
end that the world through Him 
shvil be savew. 

The world today is passinzy through 
a crisis. In every land there-ig tie 
surging of unrest, the awakening of 
a sense of need. The conflict through 
which we have been passing has 
been rightly perceived as a struggle 
of contending ideals. Great  princi- 
ples have been at stake, the meaning 
of Calvary has been understood as 
the spirit of sacrifice and service, so 
characteristic of the spirit of Jesus, 
has been expressed in the lives of 
millions who hardly knew the great- 
ness of their deeds. 

It is the business of the disciples 
of Christ to interpret to all men the 
meaning of history as it is being en- 
acted today. 

In the crisis through which the na- 
tions are passing, the voice of labor, 
the impatient demand of returning 
soldiers, the cries of the distressed, 
and the clarion appeal of the Church 
is that justice and righteousness may 
be established in the earth. There 
ig not simply a soul-hunger but a 
world-hunger for righteousness. We 
are beginning to feel the greatness 
of the crisis, the eternal issues which 
are being decided. 

“We are living, we are dwelling

The gospel message is that, ‘all 
things are working together for 
good,’ that humanity has power to 


realize the civilization for which the 


world is struggling, the League of 
Nations will be established 
power.

FREEDOM OF SEAS

NO RELIABLE SUBSTITUTE

Paris, Feb. 5.—Several hundred 
men, plenipotentiaries, delegates, of- 
ficials, and expert advisers are hard 
at avork this weck in Paris on the 
problems of peace. In addition to 
the formal machinery of the confer- 
ence, each nation has its own com- 
mittees, Which stand behind its re- 
presentatives on the conference com- 
mitteeg and assist them. These com- 
mittees now number ten and are be- 
ing added to every day as special 
resolutions requiring attention arise. 

The procedure by which the direc- 
tion of the proceedings is vested in 
counsel of ten, known ag the bureau 
of the conference, is now established 
and the original proposal that con- 
trol would be exercised by an inner 


group of 25 representing the five 
great powers, is a dead letter. The 
explanation given is that the su- 


preme war council has to sit almost 
daily to consider war questions, and 
it is reasonable that both bodies 
should consist of the same men for 
the greater expedition of the work. 


DOMINIONS ARE AFFECTED 


The British overseas dominions 
undoubtedly affected by this modifi- 
cation of the original plan, since they 
are not directly represented on the 
bureau, whereas if there were’ five 
British representatives, as ~ agreed 
upon, there would always be one re- 
presentative of the British domin- 
ions present. This was the point of 
Sir Robert Borden's protest at the 
last plenary sitting. On the other 
hand the British representatives are 
kept in constant touch with the views 
of all the’ British commonwealths 
through meetings held at frequent in- 
tervals of Enpire delegations. At 
these Canada is represented by the 
premier and one colleague, the Can- 
adian ministers serving in turn. 

The dominions are represented on 
the various committees which have 
been given important tasks to do. 
Mr. Hughes, of Australia, ig serving 
on the repatriation committee; Mr. 
Massey of New Zealand, on the pun- 
ishment’ of enemy offenders; General 
Smuts of South Africa, on the League 
of Nations; Hon. A. L. Sifton, of Can- 
ada, on the committee of internation 
al railways, waterways and ports, of 
which he is vice-chairman. General 
Botha is to head the  inter-Allied 
mission to Poland. The conference 
committee on the League of we 
ig sitting nightly. 


a VIOLENT ATTACK. 


The project takes form and makes 
progress, though there iy no lack of 
evidence that it is regarded. with 
feclings of distrust and hostility by 
influential bodies of public opinion 
in Allied countries. The English 
feeling of this character is voiced in 
Col. Reppington's violent attack on 
General Smut’s scheme in the Morn- 
ing Post., He asks for the inolusion 
of Mesopotamia and Palestine in 
British territory on the ground thot!

While therg is sympathy for these 
views, and, in particular, an_ intelli- 
gent understanding of why they are 
strongly held in France, it ig appar- 
ent that the judgment of the major- 
ity of memberg of the ‘conference is 
that there must be a serious attempt 
to initiate a new international order 
by the formation of a league of na- 
tions, with real, though, perhaps, at 
the outset, rudimentary powers; and 
that the nations will have to agree 
to such modification in their national 
programmes as will giye this ideal a 
chance to take root and develop. 

The special committee now sitting, 
comprising ten memberg from _ the 
great powers and five from the sec- 
ondary powers, are reported to be in 
agreement, and such progress is be- 
ing made as may result in the con- 
clusiong being mare public in a few 
days. 

BORDEN IN SYMPATHY. 

Warm Canadian sympathy with the 
proposed league of nations {fs voiced 
by Sir Robert Borden, in an inter- 
view in  L'Excelsior, as the _ only 
chance for the maintenance of in- 
ternational peace.

HANSARD REPORT

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NEW “RUBY” WHEAT HAS BEEN 


DEVELOPED. 


A new wheat named Ruby is re- 
ported to have been developed at 
Central Experimental Farm, Otta- 
wa. It is a selection from the pro- 
geny of a cross between Downy Riga 
and Red Fife. Ruby wheat ripens as 
a rule, a week or so earlier than 
Marquis. The kernels are some- 
what similar to those of Red Fife, 
1 being hard and of the popular red- 
‘dish brown color. . The heads are 
beardless. The straw in most local- 
ities is rather shorter than Marquis 
and of good strength. In yield it 
produceg slightly less per acre than 
Marquis.

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GENERAL SAM STEELE. 


There is hardly a hamlet in the 
whole western country, says the Ver- 
non, B.C., News, where some old- 
timers may not be found to whom the 
news that Sam Steele has _ passed 
away will occasion genuine regret 
General Steele’s name will go down 
to history as one of the sturdy pion- 
eers of the country as well as one 
who takes a foremost place in the 
ranks of Canadian’ soldiers. The 
impresg of his strong personality was 
indelibly stamped upon the life of 
the country during the early stages 
of western development, and upon 
his broad and capable’ shoulders 
rested a burden, in those days, of 
establishing and maintaining law and 
order over mountain and_ prairie 
sections where he served with dis- 
tinction as an inspector in that won- 
derfully efficient organization the 
Royal North West Mounted Police. 
From the Arctic circle to the Inter- 
national boundary, Sam _ Stecle’s 
name was one to conjure with, and 
during his long career it was never 
tainted with the slightest suspicion 
of unjust, dishonorable or indiscreet 
conduct. This record is one of which 
the country may well be proud, and 
his memory will ever be cherished 
in high regard by a host of sincere 
friends and warm admirers. 

The reputation which General 
Sam Steele had gained in Canada 
reached to the furthest limits of the 
Empire when he was given command 
of Strathcona’s Horse during the 
Boer war. Added lustre wag thrown 
on it by his fine administrative work 
for the Canadian overseas forces 
during the recent great struggle, and 
it is gratifying to know that he lived 
long enough to see the signal tri- 


tice to the furtherance of which his 
whole life had been unsparingly de- 
voted.

The Paris correspondent of an 
American paper says that “nothing 
connected with the Peace Congress 
has struck the French imagination 
more than the manner in which the 
British Empire has entered ir the 
great council of the world.’ For the 
first time the British Empire stands 
revealed ag “ a league of nations in 
itsclf. Exactly what the term British 


Empire means has always been a 
mystery to most Frenchmen,” says 
the correspondent.

England, and refused to believe that 
it was quite otherwise.

Scotia and New’ Brunswick. None 
of them keep a Hansard, Nova Scotia 
formerly kept one, but dispensed 
with it. I don't know where we 
could get the staff just now if we 
tried to institute one, and I don’t be- 
lieve the necessity exists.”

London, Feb. 6.—In urging that 
immediate steps be taken to rebuild 
the British merchant marine, Archi- 
bald S. Hurd, the naval writer, in an 
article in the Daily -Telegraph, said 
that although the United Kingdom 
Wag not invaded, Great Britain has 
paid for victory in the loss of more 
than 9,000,000 tons of shipping, ten 
times as much as that lost by either 
France or Italy. 

The British losses were 17 times 
as much as the United States. 

“Little hag been said of the injuries 
inflicted on this country in the war,” 
Mr. Hurd says. “There is an impres- 
sion in Allied and neutral countries 
that we paid a relatively small price 
for victory. It is true that we were 
not invaded, but that was due, not 
to good fortune, for the sea ig the 
easiest and quickest medium for an 
invader, but to good policy. It —is 
also true that we were not starved, 
but that was the result of judgment 
and organization. It is very neces- 
sary that due importance should be 
attached to the injury inflicted upon 
us as a people who follow the sea, 
because there fg a temptation to ex- 
aggerate the damage sustained by 
the Allies on the land and to ignore 
the results of the enemy action at 
sea. 

“It is certain that if it had not been 
for the British merchant navy, France 
and Italy would have been driven out 
of the war, and America would never 
have been able to intervene. When 
the war came, the vast volume of 
British merchant ships wag placed at 
the service of the state and became 
the target of the enemy's naval 
forces. The result was that approx- 
imately half the tonnage under the 
British flag was destroyed.

SOUP KITCHENS IN 
SEATTLE FEEDING 
ARMY OF STRIKERS 


COMPLETE COMMERCIAL AND 
INDUSTRIAL PARALYSIS. PRE- 
VAILS IN BIG CITY. 


Seattle, Feb. 7—With complete 
industrial and commercial paralysis, 
threatened by the general strike of 
craftsnien in support of wage de- 
mands by shipyard metal workers, 
Seattle municipal officials and _ busi- 
ness men cast about for some means 
of relieving the situation. Nearly 
one thousand troopg from Camp Lew- 
is are in the city on orders of the 
war department and ready to act in 
the event of disorders. 

A summary of the situation that 
faced Seattle today, the second day 
of the general strike, showed that 
newspapers have suspended publfca- 
tion, theatres and. schools’ have 
closed, street cars have ceased to 
run, restaurants have shut down and 
shipping is being diverted to Oregon 
points because there is no one to 
load or unload the cargoes. Soup 
kitchens have been established by 
culinary workers for the | benefit of 
the strikers, who are given' special 
rates. Non-unionists pay higher for 
the same ‘military mess’ service. 

SYMPATHETIC. STRIKE. 

At Tacoma, where a similar sym- 
pathetic strike is in progress, the 
situation is reported today to have 
given indications of improvement. 
Only a few trades unions participa- 
ted in the general walk-out. The car- 
men there were expected to return 
to work today, as it was said their 
strike orders were. issued through a 


Inisunderstanding. The barbers also 


were to re-open their shops. Other 
Tacoma crafts on strike were the 
timber workers andy the retail clerks. 
Approximately 500. troops are on duty 
in ‘Tacoma, guarditig. -power., . plants 
and shipyards, and* other. units are 
held in readiness for emergency at 
the armory. 

In Seattle it is estimated that 30, 
000 men and women left their em- 
ployment yesterday to aid the 25,000 
striking shipyard workers. During 
the night Seattle hotels . operated 
without engineers, maids or laundry 
service. Before the strike the hotels 
laid in large supplies‘ of candles and 
food, ag they feared a possible dis- 
continuance of electric power and 
shortage of supplies, The electric- 
ians, however, remained . at their 
posts in the power houses, Municipal 
street car service will be resumed, 
Mayor Ole Hanson announced, just 
as soon as the police and troops can 
accompany the cars.

RECONSTRUCTION PROBLEMS, 


To the Editor of The News. 


Great Bend, Feb. 2, 1919. , 

Dear sir,—No one writes or speaks 
on public matters at the present 
time, without dealing with the “Re- 
construction period,” its problems, 
its hopes, and its fears. It is a big 
question, too Lig for me to attempt 
to write about, but I am anxious, and 
am watching all “signs,” hoping and 
praying for the best. The utterances 
of some of our great minds gives us 
hope, some discouragement. 

In The North West Farmer of 
January 20, 1919, Rev. J. T. Nichols, 
in a sermon on reconstruction, from 
the text, “Behold I make all things 
new,” says in part: “The church, too, 
is being reborn. Formalities and sel- 
fishness had in many cases driven 
the Master from the very buildings 
dedicated to His name. Traditions 
had taken the place of the Word of 
God. Made-in-Germany rationaliim 
had too often supplanted the doctrine 
of the divinity of Christ. Even minis- 
ters were belittling the miraculous. 
Jesus was no longer the Son of the 
Living God, but a teacher of morals 
and ethics. But, behold! the Christ 
of the Bible is being restored, and 
becoming a living reality in the 
hearts of men. The spirit of love 
and self-sacrifice is coming to its 
own. Protestants, Catholics and 
Jews are not only shaking each 
other’s hands, but comforting each 
other's hearts. For the first time in 
history, real Christianity fs having 
an opportunity to be tested, besides 
other religions: and philosophies, and 
it is making good across’ the sea. 
The Church will never’be the same 
again, for all things*are being made 
new. 

Now, if this is true, it igs a great 
blessing,, I hope it is. I pray it fs. 
But to tell the truth, I am not so 
positive as the Rev. Mr. Nichols. 
Perhaps his vision is clearer than 
mine. I hope it is, and I hope he is 
right. 

If “the Christ of the Bible” could 
be “restored” and become a -“living 
reality,” wouldn't it’ be a grand thing, 
and if Protestants and Catholics 
would “shake each other's hands” 
and “comfort each other’s hearts” in 
Canada, wouldn't this be the finest 
country in the world to live in? I 
wish this spirit would hurry up and 
come to Great Bend. If it had only 
been here a year ago, it would have 
saved many a heartache. 

But, Mr. Editor, thig is not what I 
intended to write about. I sat down 
to say a few words about Mr 
Powell's letter re. the draftees, not 
to enter into an argument with hin, 
but to say that I am sorry that he is 
writing letters that would have an 
influence to create more divisions 
and prejudices among Canadians 
There are too many now. Please, 
may I ask Mr. Powell to help and not 
hinder Canadians to get together and 
bury their differences. 

H. W. Wood, president of the 
U.F.A., said in his address at the 
Edmonton convention, speaking on 
re-construction: “Judging the future 
by the past,. we can reasonably ex- 


pect an attempt to hide the real 
issues under the camouflage of an 
appeal to religious, race, class and 
national passions, prejudices and 


hate. If we respond to this appeal, 
we are lost.” 

Now, Mr. Powell, if it is true, and 
we hope it is, that the Church ie 
being “reborn,” and will again be- 
come a force for drawing people to- 
gether, instead of dividing them, if 
“the Christ of the Bible is being re- 
stored,” let you and I, and everyone 
that loves right better than wrong, 
give the church a lift. It would be 
a real comfort and pleasure to again 
help the church do things to better 
mankind, and have our confidence in 
its righteousness re-established. 

Whatever the future may have in 
store for Canada, everything goes to 
show that a very large majority of 
Canadians want peace and good-will 
at home as well as abroad. And it 


is just as evident that, if we wish to 


help bring thig about, we must stop 


writing those letters and singing 
those songs of hate. Let ug “shake 
each other's hands" and “comfort 


each other's hearts,” and we will be 
better citizens and more worthy of 
the name “British” and “Canadian.”

IN DEBATE ON 
THRONE SPEECH 


MEMBER -FOR OKOTOKS  CRITI- 
CIZES GOVERNMENT FOR NOT 
BEING .PREPARED FOR 
RECONSTRUCTION. 


Edmonmoon, Alta., Feb. 6—Opposi- 
tion leader George-- Hoadley and 
Premier Chas. Stewart engaged in a 
verbal fencing match this afternoon 
in their addresses on-the speech from 
the throne, the opposition leader, 
speaking first, and taking the govern- 
ment to task for things left undone; 
while Mr. Stewart, in his remarks, 
defended the government and gave 
a summarized report of the recent 
inter-provincial conference at Otta- 
wa on the subject of natural resourc- 
es. 

After congratulating J. J. Gaetz, of 
Red Deer, the mover, and T. B. At- 
kins, of Didsbury, the seconder of the 
address from the throne, Mr. Hoad- 
ley dwelt briefly on his interpreta- 
tion of the word construction, which 
he thought should mean a_ recon- 
struction of every fabric of human 
life. He recalled that, during the 
last session, he had urged that steps 
be taken to provide for industrial de- 
velopment. Nothing had been done. 
The government had made the state- 
ment then that finances were being 
conserved in order to make expend- 
itures after the war. He wanted to 


know what plans had been made for 


these expenditures. 


TELEPHONES AND ROADS. 

“Take telephones development, for 
instance,” he said. “How does the 
government propose to carry out its 
programine. If it decides to spend 
two million dollars or four millions, 
how many men will it employ? If 
a programme of road construction is 
contemplated, how many men will be 


employed and will it be of such a 
character that it will be desirable 
for men who have returned from 


overseas?” 

Mr. Hoadley asked the same ques- 
tions with reference to the govern- 
ment’s plang for industrial develop- 
ment, pointing out with réference to 
the recent industrial development 
conference “that the government is 
now proceeding to do what it should 
have done years ago.” 

Good intentions: were no good any 
more, ,declared Mr. Hoadley, unless 
they were implemented with, deeds. 
Furthermore, the speaker went on to 
declare, he did not believe the ques- 
tion of reconstruction was a transient 
one,-but it involved changes which 
would be permanent. He did not 
believe in handing money to anyone, 
or easy jobs, but every human being 
had the primal right to earn a liy- 
ing. If the government failed to 
handle the present situation with 
sympathy, understanding, courage 
and vision, no man knows’ what 
might happen. 

WHAT MASSES DEMAND. 

“The huge mass of people,” he de- 
clared, “are demanding something 
they haven't had in the past, an 
equal opportunity in life.” 

After dealing with the alleged 
lack of enforcement of the Prohii- 
tion Act, the speaker turned to the 


question of education, urging the 
government to take some steps to 
provide larger opportunities to all 


classes for higher education. 

“In higher education in this prov- 
ince,” asserted Mr. Hoadley, “the rich 
man’s son is being educated by the 
poor people because of our system. 
The poor man can't afford to send 
his son to college, but the rich man 
can and the college is Leing carried 
on by public money that the rich 
man may send hig son there” 

The speaker tovehed on the ques- 
tion of public schools, alleging tra‘ 
the work was shifted on immature 
teachers who were compelled to use 
the profession as a stepping stone to 
other things, when it should be the 
finest profession in the world. There 
was a great opportunity for the gov- 
ernment here in the future. In this 
connection, there wag large scope 
for using the services of many _re- 
turned men. 


HEALTH LEGISLATION. 


The speaker also went briefly into 
the necessity for more advanced 
health legislation, especially in nurs- 
ing and hospitals, but said he would 
leave that for other speakers more 
versed in the subject than he. The 
point wag that he hoped the govern- 
ment would not hesitate to sp 
money in advancing the health 
the education of the people. 

In conclusion, Mr. Hoadley 
clared: “Some people have no 
onerption at all of what the

PREMIER'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Stewart in his address, also 
congratulated and complimented the 
memberg from Red Deer and Dids- 
bury, and welcomed the returned 
men who had cdme back to the house 
“Especially the mé@mber for  Leth- 
bridge (Maj.-Gen. Stewart), who has 
met with such success and brought 
such dietinction to the province. I 
can say that,” continued’ Mr. Stew- 
art, “without detracting from the 
work of other soldiers. The  prov- 
ince is proud of her sons who went 
overseas.” 

The speaker touched briefly on his 
visit overseas, referred to the chang- 
ing of the dutieg of the immigration 
office to-a clearing house for informa- 
tion for Alberta soldiers in London, 
and described his visit to France. 
He paid a great tribute to the Al- 
berta boys whom he had seen in the 


trenches, boys who, in many instanc-| 


es, had never known what hardship 
was, standing unflinching under 
the most indescribable hardships 
without a murmur, and with = only 
one thought, that of “seeing the job 
through.” . 

“So long as I am a minister of 
this government,” declared, Mr. Stew- 
art, “I will never look on a button 
worn by a soldier without feeling 
that I owe a debt of gratitude to that 
man I never can repay.” 

ANSWERS CRITICISM. 

The opposition leader said that the 
government had left undone many 
things it might have done. It was 
trug that during the war we did 
not realizg that this war would come 
to an end and would be followed by 
conditions such as have _ followed 
every other war. Our statesmen had 
never been through -such a war as 
this before. In a vague way, we real- 
ized certain conditions would arise at 
the end of the war, and it must be 
confessed that was the moment we 
feared and dreaded most.” 

Mr. Stewart went on to urge that 
it would_have been simple madness 
to have anticipated the coming of 
industries, pointing out the investi- 
gation the government had made into 
the question of the pulp industry in 
Alberta, which showed that there 
was no chance to compete with Brit- 
ish Columbia pulp mills for a’ long 
time to come. Similar conditions 
existed in many other lines. He had 
visited one plant at Medicine Hat 
where the ground was covered with 
acreg of manufactured material, still 
undisposed of. : 

The speaker went on to relate an- 


other. incident of an Alberta man, 
who, some time ago, was’ making 
plans for establishing the manu- 


facturing of small tractors in this 
province. 

“Just the other day,” commented 
Mr. Stewart, “the government passed 
an order extending the free entry of 
tractors, and that gentleman will not 
start now until some protection is 
given him. 

MANY AFTER-WAR PROBLEMS 

There are many after-war  prob- 
lems that neither the provincial or 
federal governments could control. 
If Alberta established the heaviest 
kind of a budget and started all the 
work possible, still the province 
would be only touching the fringe of 
things. The individual employer 
wag the large employer of labor and 
these problems were complicated 
with the- high cost of labor and the 
high cost of living. The government 
had conserved its financial resources 
fn order to let loose public works at 
this time. It was good business to 
attract legitimate industries to the 
province, but he would never sanct- 
jon those that needed support and 
bolstering up. . 

Mr. Stewart also dwelt briefly on 
the work of the provincial returned 
soldiers’ commission during the last 
year, and also on the working of the 
provincial labor ,bureau, and then 


proceeded to make his report on the, 


natural resources conference.

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DISPERSAL SCHEME .TO GIVE 
VETERANS QUICK DISCHARGE 


Toronto, Feb. 4.—Major General EB. 
C. Ashton, C.M.G., adjutant general, 
was in Toronto yesterday and was 
enthusiastic about the new discharge 
system for returned men which was 
first tried out on the Empress of 
Asia and will shortly be put into eff- 
ect generally. : 

Under the new scheme all the sol- 
diers’ papers will be filled out over- 
seas and his pay book balanced. This 
{s a lengthy procedure, involving | 
medical boards and much clerical 
work, which previously wag done on 
this side. On the transport this work 
will be checked, any complaints 
recorded and a temporary adjust- 
ment made. 

On arrival at the district demobili- - 
zation ceftre the. men ‘will march 
from, the train to the demobilization 
centre, where payment will be made, 
kit turned in and the man discharged 
with the first instalment of war’ 
gratuity paid. Even the returned 
soldier's button will be given immed- 
iately.

MUM TRIBUTE TO THE 
“FIGHTING MEN OF THIS 
COUNTRY AND THE U.S. 


DOUBTS IF SUN EVER SHONE O 
N:- MORE,VALOROUS SOLDIERS— 
TELLS GALVANIC STORIES O 
F WAR EXPERIENCES AND — 
MAKES A HIT WITH 

GRO REMINISCENCES. 


“For courage, for valour,: for gal- 
lantry, for all that goes to make up a 
courageous soldier and all that was 
required to_put through the job that 
God had given them to do, I do not 
believe the sun ever shone in its 
glory on men equal] to those who 
followed your flag and mine,” said 
Irvine S. Cobb, when. addressing the 
audience that packed Al Azhar Tem- 
ple at Calgary a week ago Saturday 
night. : 

Mr. Cobb proved an agreeable dis- 
appointment to many who heard him. 
A prominent Calgarian in Uiscussing 
the lecture with the Albertan, said: 
“They told me that man could not 
speak, but he speaks just ag well as 
he ‘writes. It woild .be impossible 
to reproduce that lecture in print, as 
it needs the personality and South- 
ern accent to give it its real charm.” 

The scribe therefore made no at- 
tempt to catch the .wonderful de- 
scriptive part of the lecture, but con- 
tented himself with selecting a few 
Cobbisms. ; 

UNITED STATES’ PART. 

Speaking of the United States’ 
part in the glory, Cobb said, “Long 
before we entered the war the glory 
that was Canada’s wag ours too, and 
now Canada owns a patriotic glory.” 

“The war of the revolution was 
brought on by desire on the part of 
the American colonists to secure that 
liberty for which Great Britain had 
always contended,-since the days of 
Magna Charta, and which wag denied

.|[them through the stupidity. of a Ger- 


man king sitting on-the,- English 
throne. ' It took the stupidnéss and 
inhumanity of another German king 
to unite the two branches of the 
Anglo-Saxon race in a bond of blood 
which shall never be broken.” 

The speaker's description of the 
torpedoing and sinking of a transport 
with an American regiment on board, 
which sank while the men sang 
“Where do we go from here, boys,” 
stirred the audieace to itg depths. 

Mr.Cobb was present when the first 
ccmpany of- Americans were chosen 
to go over the top. The men were 
drawn up the evening before, told of 
the aanger of tho charge and given a 
chunce to volunteer. All present 
voluzteered. But during the night, 
many who were away on temporary 
leave, having heard what was to hap- 
pen in the morning, kept coming to 
the major in chavz all night and this 
wag the burden of their plea: 

_ ‘Now, look h2¥e, major, just be- 
eause I was not present when you 
told these boys what you wanted 
them to do, I should not be refused 
the chance to go. T havy just as 
niuch right to kill a mess of Germans 
as they have; won't you Ict me go, 
and I will promise to bring you back 
a fine bunch of Fritzies.” 

WOUNDED MEN'S HEROGISM 

After telling how two men who 
were badly wounied, hid from their 
ofticers until they could hide their 
wounds, and reported as fit for duty, 
the speaker commented thus: “If the 


\iate kaiser had not had his psycho- 


logy on backwards, he would have 
known he could not defeat that kind. 
But where he is going, he will have a 
long time to think over things and 
ave have a good idea where he is 
going.” 

HIUN OFFICERS’ COMPLAINT | 

A German lieutenant, who had 
been taken prisoner ‘by a body of men 
mown as “wild cats,” long lean men 
from\ the southwest, who had learned 
to shoot by practising on revenue 
officers, complained that they did not 
understand warfare. The young 
lieutenant was trembling violently, 
when the correspondent tried to, as- 
sure him he had no need to fear, and 
asked if he had been ill-used since 
he ayas captured. The German re- 
plied: “I am not complaining of what 
happened me after I was captured. 
Your wild men are not real soldiers; 
they do net know the rudiments of 
warfore; they do not play the game 
right. J watch them, and they get 
too far separated from the main 
troops. Then I make a flank move- 
ment and surround them. They are 
outnumbered and, by all rules of 
military , should surrender. So I 
come near and call for surrender. 
Did they surrender? No—and here 
{ am.” 

ENTRANCING NIGGER STORIES 


Mr. Cobb's method of telling a story 
‘cannot be beaten, and when it hap- 
‘peng to be a nigger story, well, it is 
entrancing. His tribute to the men 
of colored blood, though he is of 
southern blood and southern training 
and conditions,was free and splendid. 

“In| common with many of my 
countrymen,” said Cobb, “I am a 
good claimer—claiming is a sort of 
national trait with us.” The speaker 
then paid the highest compliment a 
southerner can pay to the four negro 
regiments saying, that of all the sol- 
diers of any army he saw in France, 
he saw none who carried themselves 
better, or acted more bravely, than 
the negro regiments. This led to a 
recital of several ‘incidents. Henry 
Johnson, height. five feet six inches, 
weight 154 pounds, complexion like 
coal at midnight, was the first to re- 
ceive honors at the hands of the 
French nation. He and a. comrade 
were set upon by thirty Huns and 
either killed or wounded seven and 
sent the rest howling back to the 
German lines. One, whose leg was 
broken, and who was. otherwise 
wounded, fell back into a trench and 
lighted a.pile of hand grenades. He 
had been a pitcber for a colored base- 
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such advantagzo that the attacking 
party. was quickly dispersed. Cobb 
said he must have hit gne of the fat- 
test Germans in the empire, because 
the place wag literally buttered with 
him. 


PRECISE NEGRO’S REPORT 


The negroes were instructed to be 
precise and careful to observe all the 
formalities in making their reports. 
One colored man on duty in an _ad- 
vanced trench became the target for 
a great many German missiles so he 
took a scrap of paper and wrote to 
Lieut. S. B. Mason, commanding com- 
pany B, A.E.F., United States army: 

“Dear Sir:—I am being fired on 
heavily from the left. I am waiting 
your instructions, Trusting these 
lines will find you the same, 

; Yours‘ truly,” 

A colored wood chopper was. chop- 
ping at a tree, while bombs and bul- 
lets were flying through the air. At 
each explosion he would say, “O 
Lawd, how I do wish I was home.” 

A correspondent said to him, “If 
you wish you were home, why did 
you enlist?” 

“Huh, man, I never ‘listed.’ 

“Then why did you come?” 

“I never come.” . 

“You were not born here,: were 
you?” : 

“No sah, and [ hope I will never 
live to die here.” 

“Then kow did you get here?” 

“That's a cruel story, sir. You see, 
1 man come down from the north, 
ind he said, ‘We want a lot of nig- 
gahs up north an’ we'll pay $8 a day 
for common niggahs and’$10 for fan- 
cy niggahs.’ I reckoned I could class 
ag a $10 man, and I went. Well, they 
took us to New York, an’ only’ worked 
us one morning, when the boss said, 
I made a powerful mistake. You all 
are $10 niggahs. Come into the 
warehouse and sign up.’ I led that 
crowd -into the warehouse, and he 
took us through a long passage an’ 
across a narrow plank, through an! 
iron door. When the last man got 
inside, he slammed the door shut, an’ 
-he warehouse sailed away.” 


A QUEER EXPERIENCE , 


In another instance a colored man 
who bore, every evidence of having 
come into contact with some form of; 
high explosive, and .was wearing a; 
vair of boots, a belt and part of a' 
collar, explained that he was with his’ 
zompany, which entered a_ village’ 
from which the Germans had just 
seen driven. Things were pretty hot 
and this soldier thought it the better 
part of valor ‘to take refuge in the 
only remaining building in the vil-! 
lage, on which was a,sign declaring | 
it wag a tavern. Just ag he took: 
hold of the door, there was a big ex- 
plosion, and the building was blown 
right out of his hand. 


WAR CONCEPTIONS UPSET 


The speaker said all his pre-con- 
ceived notions of war were upset. 
He made up his mind what |

should do under given circumstances,

‘Uncle Sam at $1 a day, had been 
grossly overpaid. He could, well un- 
derstand why the French poilus had 
called the American troops “Boy 
Scouts” and. what the reference was 
when he heard some old_ British 
Tommies saying among themselves 
that.{t was another “Children’s Cru- 
sade.” “ 

“Mr. Cobb: did not gloss ovér the 
fact that after three yearg of warn- 
ing, the Americans had goné into the 
‘war absolutely unprepared, that dur- 
ing the awful crisis of last March, 
when Gen. Pershing had offered all 
hig_available troops to stem the aw- 
ful rush, they had no equipment, no 
gasoline, .no trucks, practically no 
airships, and with all the general's 
genius he could not probably have 
moved the -40,000 troops, which was 
all he could get together, had the 
British and French not supplied the 
necessary equipment. They had even 
to be supplied in part with boots, 
belts and helmets. : 

But he had seen .this condition 
atoned for at the finish. Overnight 
their army had jumped from 127,000 
to 1,000,000, to 2,000,000, and then to 
2,210,000, and these as game as ever 
marched to the beat of drum. 


THE PEACE CONFERENCE 


By the time the peace conference 
will have been in conference long 
enough to have a good quarrel, which 
is due shortly now, some of our rep- 
resentatives are going to claim it 
was we who won the war. None 
more fully appreciates what they 
have done than I; and I grant it was 
their appearance on the scene at 
the late hour that led the enemy to 
give up a year gooner than we all 
expected. But we only won the war 
once. Belgium won it at Ypres, 
Canada won it at Vimy, Italy won it 
in the ‘south, Serbia won it in the 
Balkans, and it was the custom of 
Great Britain to go out and win it 
twice before breakfast.” : 

“So long ag we have a land to love 
and a flag to defend—and this applies 
to you as well as to us—I never want 
to see my country lapse back into a 
big flat, fleshy oyster without a shell 
on it. I believe in a navy, and an 
army with compulsory training.” 


TRIBUTE TO ROOSEVELT 


“If they had listened to such men 
as Theodore’ Roosevelt, and, mind 


‘you, I never voted for him and never 


would, for I believe he could be more 
often wrong as politician, and more 
right ag an American than anyone 
else, but if they had listened to him, 
many of our brave boys would not 
have been lying in foreign graves. 
But I would not trade one of those 
kids, dead ag they are, or alive as 
they were, for 111 the pacifists who 
marching 16 ubreast for 24 hours «v 
ery day, could pass by in 15 months.
